I btlwvt that propams 
should bt established which allow the student to develop i stnst 
ol social responsibility and an awareness ot the henla|t ot thit 
great nation. Tomorrow's orderly society begins in today's class 
room

(T) Is the curriculum relevant to the needs ol today and to­ 
morrow? Cultural and technological changes are taking place al 
a pace lew ol us can keep up with, but our schools must. Students 
and parents have a right to ixtpict the schools to be awtrt ol 
such changes in order to prepare the student to assumt the n 
sponsibililits ol t citiien in tomorrow's society, The concerned 
citizen ol tomorrow Is the eductted student of today.

(3) Can w get more education IN our dollartf The tax bur­ 
den on the homeowner has passed tht breaking point Retired

ciluens an particularly hard hit by this ever increasing tai load. 
Ways must be found to keep taxes down. Let's take t page from 
private enterprise! We can increase efficiencies through modern 
business techniques without sacrificing quality of education.

(4) In what areas can there be mon cooperation between 
iocul fovernmtnt *n4 the schools? Greater tmpi.asls should bt 
placeu on tht sharing of school and city rtcreational facilities. 
Police relations and narcotics education and should become   
cooperative ellort.

(5) Hen can we Improve our nmedial programs? Modern 
society demands a high degree of skill in Math, English, tnd Spel­ 
ling, not only in the professions but in all occupations whether It 
is Carpenter, Secretary, Printer, Sales Clerk, Repairman, or Plumber. 
More attention must be paid to early diagnosis ol weak areas In 
our students, and the application ol corrective, remtdial programs. 
It is only by being willing to cope with tht problems of today 
that wt can prevent the tragedies ot tomorrow.

(6) Can ways be found to aid our leachtrt? Tiaching It mon 
thin a job. It is i profession dedicated to tht building of our 
most precious asset   our children. II is i rewirding, but often 
Irustriting vocation and requires the full understanding and co- 
optrition of tht community. The school board must be alert to 
finding new means of encouraging and aiding educators so that the 
Torrince schools will always have tht finest teachers avilablt,
